credit, and increased the resources of the state. 
Our auspicious situation, and the return of 
internal and external tranquillity, have already 
admitted of a diminution in one of tbe most 
onerous of the taxes, that whicb marks re-pro- 
duction in its source, by overcharging landed 
property. 
Next year, those so assessed, will 
wholly enjoy this reduction. 
I desire that suc- 
cessively, and as soon as the exigencies of the 
state, and ihe dignity ofFrance will permit, the 
various taxes which constitute the public reve- 
nue sball be investigated, and, if practicable, de- 
monstrated or better assessed.

tion for hit majesty'» travelling carriages, ser- 
vants, and every other thing oeeetsary for a 
land journey; so that wherever it may be ne- 
cessary to put in by stress of weather, the king 
will be enabled to proceed to his intended place 
of destination without delay.

of bis majesty's intended excursion to Scotland, 
next summer.
